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RESIDENT WALTER F. DEX- 

TER of Whittier College, ad- 
dressing a group of Santa Ana cit- 
izens one evening last week, made 
this statement, “The basis of success 
is straight thinking.” President Dex- 
ter is in continual contact with 
people, both of college age and older. 
He continues by saying that ninety 
nine per cent of the criminals in 
the penal institutions today are there 
because they could not learn to do 
plain honest-to-goodness thinking. 
In other words only one percent of 
the crininals are there for reasons 
other than that of brain power. Some 
of these latter numbers have natur- 
al criminal tendencies but the ma- 
jority of all so-called criminals are 
not truly “born criminals”. 

Who, then, can do straight think- 
ing? Doctor Dexter states that only 
the individual who allows his brain 
to undergo the process of education 
is fully capable of straight thinking. 
This does not mean that everyone 
who goes through college. In college 
people are exposed to education. 
The rest of it lies with the subject. 
The men who do the finer deeds in 
life are those who have learned to 
think logically. 

Too many people depend upon 
rationalized thinking. That is per- 
verted thinking. Individuals should 
guide their thoughts rather than let 
random thoughts guide them. There 
is no other course in the develop- 
ment of character that that of hon- 
est application of knowledge to one’s 
own life. We of the present day have 
opportunity to profit from the great- 
est minds of all time. What shall we 
do with this chance. Shall we pass 
it as a sacred heritage unopened to 
the next generation, or shall we open 
it up to our minds that they may 
develope in favor with God and man? 
This is indeed a serious problem 
which we must face and one which 
demands years of labor if solved. 
The future of this race depends upon 
our solution of intellectual problems. 

Another form of mental perver- 
sion is cheating. Cheating is the 
brother of stealing. When a person 
steals he takes something from some- 
body else, but when he cheats he 
takes something ‘from himself. “I 
didn’t intend to really cheat, in fact 
I didn’t know that it was cheating. 
I was just making sure I was right.” 
This is the plea of the cheater. It 
is easier to understand how a person 
can be led to take the property of 
others than to understand how one 
can steal from himself. 

Cheating in the classroom robs an 
individual of his own self-respect, 
of the respect of his associates, and 
his own strength of character. Any- 
one who values these qualities will 
not cheat himself on others. Cheat- 
ing, like other bad qualities, soon 
becomes a fixed habit, and sooner 
or later cheating will rule the man 
and man will be as a mouse in the 
throes of a lion. Classroom grades 
are for no other purpose than the 
determination of an individuals true 
worth. If he cheats in order to make 
the grade higher the is losing sight 
of himself and the qualities by which 
he can judge himself. Let us unite 
to place a ban on cheating in the 
classroom and let honor take the 
helm instead of deceit.

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Germany and the League 


G ERMANY has at last become a member of the family of 
nations, recognized as the political equal of the other na- 
tions of the world. It has taken the diplomats of Europe eight 
years to bring themselves to the point of recognizing openly 
the fundamental fact about the war, namely, that suffering of 
carnage falls upon the victors as well as the vanguished. 

Though the spoils of war go to the victors, the strange 
part of it all is that the diplomats of the world have been so 
long realizing that these mountains of gold melt away into 
dust as the years go by after each conflict. For after all Ger- 
many’s admission to the League is in direct opposition tothe 
wishes of the politicians who subjected her to the injustices of 
the Treaty of Versailles which was based on the lie that the 
responsibilty for the war was entirely Germany’s. 

Recent writers have thied to point out the fact that the 
responsibility lies as directly on France and and the others of 
the Allies as on Germany and the Central Powers. 

This one fact remains—Germany is now in a position to 
protest the injustices of the Treaty and to have it submitted to 
impartial scrutiny with the possible recult of an amicable set- 
tlement, a thing which Allied statesmen have been unable to 


achieve. 
NE of the most lamentable commentaries on our modern 


O American life is the widspread prevalence of crime com- 
mitted by young men. 

Crime is more nearly excusable in older men who probab- 
ly have not had the priveledges of learning the laws of soci- 
ety, as embodied in a college education, thrust upon them. 

How a young man, practically forced to get some educa- 
tion, can stand up and defy the social laws and the laws of 
this land is a hard question to answer. If some historian were 
writing the social history of America he might well say some- 
thing like this—‘‘The formula which covers the actions of the 
young men of thos material-loving nation reads like this— 
‘So-and-so, age 19, held up the local Lydia E. Pinkham repre- 
sentative, robbed him of seventy-five dollars in bills, and es- 
caped in a stolen automobile.’ A little news item might be 
added occasionlly to the effect that the victim was not clubbed 
or killed.” 

Our older historians bewail the savage tastes of Cortez 
or Napoleon; later statisticians have not yet figured out whe- 
ther modern gunmen have done more to depopulate the earth 
than William II or Caesar. 

It is certainly a sad commentary upon a social order which 
claims to be the most civilized and developed that the earth 
has ever seen that it should harbor this menace at its very 
foundations.
